ST. CHARLES, III., Sept. 16.— 
With a pair of scissors, Mayor I. 
G. Langum yesterday snipped free 
the 10-inch garter snake that had 
struggled for 25 days to free itself 
from a spider web in the town 
pump house.

Italy, Sept. 16.— The 
agrarian committee of the Dan- 
ubian conference has fixed at 75,-

ALEX. P. STOCKER 
INSURANCE. MAN, 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


Vice-President of Laclede 
Agency Worried Over 
Losses but Still in Com- 
fortable Circumstances. 


Shoots Self as Train Passes 
—Leaves Notes for Son- 
in-law and. Wife—Once 
Brewery Manager. 


Alexander P. Stocker, 63 years 
old, insurance broker and former 
brewery manager, shot and killed 
himself at 6:30 a. m. today in the 
dinette of his apartment at the 
Gatesworth Hotel. Mrs. Stocker 
found his body a half hour later. 

Arthur F. Felker, president of 
the Laclede Insurance Agency Co., 
of which Stocker was vice-presi- 
dent, said Stocker had worried 
over investment losses and reduced 
income, though he was still in 
comfortable circumstances. A note 
which he left for his son-in-law; 
Walter A. Weisert, said that most 
of Stocker’s insurance premiums 
were paid, and asked him to look 
after Mrs. Stocker. 

The Stocker apartment is on the 
ninth floor of the hotel. A Wabash 
passenger train was passing on the 
tracks nearby as Stocker left the 
bedroom and went to the dinette. 
Mrs. Stocker heard a shot and 
called to her husband, “Did you 
hear that?” She supposed that the 
rumble of the train had kept him 
from hearing her, and she dozed 
off without repeating the question. 
When she awoke about 7, she arose 
and found the body, seated at a 
table. 

Revolver Between Knees. 
The bullet, fired from an old- 

fashioned revolver, ‘had entered 
the right temple. The revolver 
was between his knees. Mrs. 
Stocker called hotel employes, and 
a physician was summoned, who 
found that death had resulted im- 
mediately. 

A note which was left for Mrs. 
Stocker was marked Personal,“ 
and the widow did not make it 
public. She said it spoke of busi- 
hess matters as a reason for her 
husband’s action. 

The note to Weisert read: 

Dear Walter: I fear that I 
am slipping, and I may finally 
land in Arsenal street. My af- 
fairs are just getting away from 
me, Please look after mother. 
She is so good. My insurance 1s 
paid up except one policy which 
the firm took out, and which 
was billed to mein July. Arthur 
(Felker) will tell you about it. 
Love to all of you, and wishing 
you all the best of luck. At- 
fectionately, A. FF. B. 
Mrs. Weisert, living at 450 West 

Jackson drive, Webster Groves, is 
the Stockers’ only child. Weisert 
8 manager of the Weisert Tobacco 

0. 

Felker, calling at the apartment, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter of 
Stocker’s recent actions, which led 
him to believe that his mind had 
been affected: by brooding over 
business conditions. 


Worried About Losses. 


“All day yesterday,” Felker said, 

“Mr. Stocker followed me around 
the office, speaking of his old 
friends who had died or gone broke 
in recent months. He spoke of 
several cases, his personal clients, 
once prosperous, who had been un- 
able to pay insurance premiums 
which were due. 
Mr. Stocker had had losses on 
investments, and his income was 
probably cut in two, but he still 
had good earnings, and had no 
need to worry about his personal 
needs or those of his wife. But he 
Seemed much depressed, and would 
ask, ‘What are we coming to— 
Communism or what?“ 

Stocker was of impressive 
Physique, being six feet tall and 
weighing nearly 300 pounds. Be- 
cause of his weight, Felker said, 
he had not been able to get addi- 
tional insurance in recent years, 
and did not carry a large amount 
of insurance, 

Before going into the insurance 
business about 20 years ago, he 
was manager of the Phoenix Brew- 
ery at Eighteenth street and Lafay- 
ette avenue. He was a brother of 
the late Tom Stocker, once well 
known as the “glad hand” receiver

brewery. He was active in Scot-

Three women, patients of the 
Longview State Hospital for the 
Insane, died today because, Super- 
intendent E. A. Baber said, a nurse 
misread the formula for the anes- 
thetic given them. , 
The victims, Jennie Branham, 54 
years old; Anna McCullough, 45, 
and Willie Shockley, 30, died when 


an anasthethic was being given 
them prepatfatory to an operation 
to remove their tonsils. 

Baber said Miss Maybelle -Yiail, 
35 years old, a hospital attendant 
since 1931, but onlylately in charg 
of the drug room, was told to pre- 
pare a solution containing two 
grains of the drug, but that she 
misread the abbreviation “Grs.” for 
grains, as Grms.“ for grams, ani 
prepared a solution of dangerous 
strength. A gram is a trifle more 
than 15 grains. 

Jennie Branham reacted strange- 
ly when she received the first in- 
jection, but attendants attributed 
it to asthma from which she suf- 
fered. Anna McCullough slumped 
when the anesthetic was adminis- 
tered, but attendants said that re- 
action was not unusual. By the 
time the anesthetic had been given 
the third woman, doctors became 
apprehensive, and immediately ap- 
plied restoratives. It was too late. 
A strong solution of the drug used, 
they oxplained, paralyzed the nerve 
centers and reacted upon the heart. 

Within 20 minutes the women 


were dead.

TRAPPED, ROUTED 
BY FARM PIGKETS 


Officers at Sioux City, Ia., 
Answer Call, Supposedly 
From Truckers, and Drive 
Into Ambush. 


By the Associated Press. 
SIOUX CITY, la., Sept. 16.— 


Five hundred farm pickets am- 
bushed and routed a group of spe- 
cial deputies on a highway near 
Correctionville last night. 

The ambushed. officers answered 
a telephone call supposedly coming 


from truckers who sought assist- 
ance in running the picket lines. 
Upon finding no trucks to escort 
the deputies started to return to 
Sioux City when they were met by 
the pickets, who threw stones ana 
clubs at four trucks in which 
the officers were riding. 

Several officers received minor 
injuries. but returned safely to the 
city, where 76 deputies were or- 
dered to remain on duty to await 
developments. Sioux City police 
were also deputized for use in an 
emergency. 

The ambuscade is thought to 
have resulted from the arfest early 
last night of 24 farmers at their 
picket posts by 60 special deputies. 
They were later released on bonds 
pending hearings on unlawful as- 
sembly charges. . 

Sheriff John A. Davenport ot? 
Woodbury County was requested 
last night by 300 citizens to call on 
Gov. Turner for help from the 
National Guard. Turner said to- 
day at Des Moines he had con- 
ferred wi Davenport by telé- 
phone, would not announce a 
course of action until later. 

Davenport was quoted as telling 
the Governor that the picketing? 
situation here was out of hand 
and that immediate help was im- 
perative.

BRAIDWOOD, III., Sept. 16. — 


The invasion by union pickets of 
the Northern Illinois mine fields 
in protest against the reduced wage 
scale, became a rout today after 
three miners had been wounded. 

Shortly after dawn Chief Walter 
L. Moody of the State police con- 
fronted the encampment of strik- 
ing pickets from the Peoria and 
Springfield districts and announced 
that they were going home under 


escort, 

A few minutes later the proces- 
sion that had sought to stop dig- 
ging in Braidwood, Coal City and 
Wilmington strip mines yesterday 
was homeward bound. There were 
78 cars in the procession, led by 
‘Chief Moody and with police cars 
sprinkled through the line.” There 
was no resistance, and none of the 
pickets was armed, 

Reinforced by 100 Deputy Sher- 
iffs of Will and Grundy Counties, 
the officers determined to disperse 
the pickets and prevent a recur- 
rence of the violence of yesterday 
in which one worker, trying to run 
a gauntlet of pickets, was cut when 
his windshield was smashed and 
two pickets were shot. None was 
seriously wounded. 


At 3:30 a. m. today the deputies 
took up guard duty along the roads 
manned yesterday by the pickets. 
Their early rising gave them the 
jump, for it was not until 4 o’clock 
that the pickets, insurgent miners 
who oppose the new wage scale 
accepted by the United Mine Work- 
ers’ Union, started out for the day’s 
picketing. By that time deputies 
and State police had control of 
every road and sent the pickets 
back to the camp they had occu- 
pied in a Coal City park last night. 

Back in camp, Chief Moody de- 
livered his orders. The strikers 
were to go home. and there was to 
be fio outbreak of any kind. 

Northern Illinois Coal Corpora- 
tions officers said the mines would 
reopen tomorrow.

Just as there can be no 
doubt that the Chinese Eastern is 
the property of the Soviet Govern- 
ment and jointly managed by both 
parties on the basis of the Peking 
and Mukden agreements.” 

There followed a statement that 
the Soviet Government had i- 
structed its representatives on the 
Chinese Eastern strictly to ob- 
Serve and steadfastly to carry out 
the Peking and Mukden agree- 
ments. It was concluded that no 
reason for protests existed.

The grand jury will investigate - 
the case wherein two lawyers, & 


physician and a man who says he 
was an “ambulance chaser” for the 
attorneys were charged yesterday 
with attempting to obtain money 
by false pretenses. 

The charge grows out of a state- 
ment by Harry Pulvers of Acorn, 
Mo., that he arranged to walk in 
front of a newspaper delivery truck 
in the alley in rear of the St. Louis 
Star and Times Building, that the 
physician examined him and made 
a report of injury in the case, al- 
though he was told Pulvers was 
not hurt, and that the lawyers and 
the “ambulance chaser” worked to- 
gether toward the collection of a 
personal injufy claim for $143 
growing out of the accident, al- 
though they knew it was a fake. 

Those accused in warran are 
Burt A. Kaemmerer and Jack C. 
Hobart, associates in a law firm in 
the Paul Brown Building: Dr. Sam- 
uel Wolff, 2906 Union boulevard, 
and Arnold F. Hart, former clerk 
in the law office, who declared in 
a written statement to the Circuit 
Attorney that he was charged with 
the duty of “chasing ambulances 
for the lawyers,” and that both of 
them and himself knew that the 
Pulvers “accident” was a fake. 

Both Kaemmerer and Hobart de- 
nied knowledge that the “accident” 
was a fake, and declared the case 
was carried toward final settle- 
ment in the conviction that Pul- 
vers had a just claim for damages. 

Dr. Wolff Denies Charge. 

Dr. Wolff declared in a state- 
ment today that he was, innocent 
of knowledge that Pulvers’ inju- 
ries were simulated. 

My name is being besmirched 
by men who don't know what the 
case is all about,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “If this 
man (Pulvers) was a malingerer 
in my office, he was also a malin- 
gerer at the City Hospital clinic, 
where physicians there found he 
showed symptoms of injury. 

“My diagnosis of his injuries 


was entirely a subjective one. All 


I could do was treat the ailments 
from which he declared he was 
suffering.” 

Dr. Wolff’s report in the case 
was taken from Kaemmerer’s of- 
fice yesterday afternoon after 
Kaemmerer had told Assistant Cir- 
eult Attorney MeLaughlin the en- 
tire file was at the State’s disposal. 

The report set forth that Pulv- 
ers’ right knee was “swollen, dis- 
colored and painful on flezion.“ 
His back was “spastic,” that is. 
strained and unnatural in func- 
tion. He “complained of pains 
when body was rotated or flexed: 
pressure over middle third of back 
painful.” ; 

It was stated in the report that 
the back was strapped, and that 
“rest, light diet, free catharsis and 
elevation of right extremity” were 
advised. The report concluded 


with the remark estimated disa- || 


bility four weeks, partial disability 
three weeks.” 
Released on Bond. 

Kaemmerer, Hobart and Dr. 
Wolff were released on $5000 
bonds, Hart on $1500 bond. The 
Circuit Attorney entered the case 
last June when Pulvers visited the 
office of the Star and Times and 
there related that he had been 
asked to “have an accident” in the 
alley. 

He was told to go ahead and the 
“accident” was observed by Assis- 
tant Circuit Attorney McLaughlin, 
a detective and employes of the 
newspaper. Pulvers declared that 
Hart called for him at City Hos- 
pital and took him to Dr. Wolff’s 
office, where he told the physician 
he was not hurt. He declared Dr. 
Wolff told him: Don't be a fool. 
The more treatment you have the 
more money you'll get.” 

Kaemmerer, Pulvers said, told 
him the next day that he “had done 
a good job.” Both Pulvers and 
Hart declared that. Attorneys 
Kaemmerer and Hobart knew the 
accident was a fake when they be- 
gan negotiations with the North 
End Delivery Co., owner of the 
truck, for payment of damages. 
When both sides agreed to $143, 
the law firm had Pulvers sign re- 
leases which were sent to the de- 
livery company. It was then that 
McLaughlin ordered the arrests. 

Tells of Other Fake Cases. 

In his statement to the Circuit 
Attorney, Hart charged that Kaem- 
merer’s firm had participated in 
other fake accident e of which 
he had knowledge. ™He asserted 
that among those who supplied 
tips to the firm on personal in- 
juries in accidents were members 


ot the Police Department who tele- 


phoned a report of accidents daily 
to the law office, a physician on 
the City Hospital staff who occa- 
sionally reported accidents, and an

Many hostesses are planning 
little buffet suppers after the rodeo 
at The Arena, the proceeds of 
which will go to the magnificent 
welfare work of Welcome Inn sup- 
ported by philanthropic St. Louis 
women. 

Even though the refreshments 
be simple, it is possible to serve 
something distinctive in taste. 

Oysters are just back and will be 
welcomed, particularly by men 
guests, so why not make the main 
dish oyster sandwiches or pigs-in- 
blankets? Recipes follow: 

Oyster Sandwiches. 
For six large sandwiches use four 


ters thoroughly, dip each one in 
beaten egg seasoned with salt and 
pepper and mixed with one table- 
spoon cold water (it will take two 
for four dozen dysters). Then 
roll the oysters in white cornmeal 
or fine cracker crumbs and let 
stand to dry while you make 12 
slices of toast from fresh bread. 


about one-half inch of shortening. 
Heat until very hot, then drop in 
the oysters and fry until brown 
on one side, turn and brown 
on the other. Place the oysters 
on the toast, allowing six to eight 
to each sandwich, Cover with let- 
tuce and sere with tartar sauce 
and cole slaw, It is tmportant to 
have the toast. and everything 
ready so that the sandwiches may 
be served as soon as made. Serve 
on hot plates. 
Pigs-in- Blankets. 

Drain large oysters and wrap 
each one in a thin strip of bacon, 
fastening it with a toothpick. Place 
in a shallow pan and bake in a hot 
oven until the bacon is brown. 
Serve on hot plates with a garnish 
of toast points, sliced tomatoes and 
cole slaw.: The oysters may be 
sprinkled with paprika, minced 
onion and finely chopped olives 
before rolling in the bacon to add 
to the flavor if desired. 


HARD BOILED EGGS IN 
HOT SAVORY COMBINATIONS 


Hot Deviled Eggs. 

Put together in a pan and heat, 
three level tablespoons butter, one 
and one-half teaspoons prepared 
mustard, three tablespoons tomato 
ketchup, one and one-half table- 
spoons Worcestershire sauce, dash 
of pepper or paprika and three- 
quarters teaspoon salt. Bring to 
the boil:ng point and add six hard- 
cooked eggs cut in slices. Heat, 
and serve on hot buttered toast. 

Creamed Eggs. 

Melt two tablespoons butter in 
a sauce pan, add two tablespoons 
flour, stir until well blended, add 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and 
one cup milk. Cook ‘until thick. 
Add two tablespoons tomato ketch- 
up and pour the sauce over four 
hard-cooked eggs, sliced. Serve 
on slices of buttered toast. Re- 
serve part of egg yolks and force 
through a sieve over top of the 
creamed eggs. 


MAYONNAISE INSEAD OF BUTTER 
FOR GOOD SANDWICH SPREAD 


A creamy mayonnaise is a good 
substitute for butter in spreading 
bread for sandwiches if it is the 
right consistency. Take the follow- 
ing ingredients: One hard-cooked 
egg yolk, one pint vegetable ofl, 
one-half teaspoon’ dry mustard, one 
teaspoon sugar, one-fgurth tea- 
spoon cayenne, one raw egg yolk 
and two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Sieve hard-cooked egg yolk and 
add raw yolk. Blend well. Add 
one tablespoonful of oil at a time 
and beat well with a rotary beater 
after each addition. When one- 
half cup of oil has been used, beat 
in lemon juice and seasonings. Add. 
remaining oil two tablespoonfuls at 
a time, beating with either fork or 
beater until well blended. 


APPLE SAUCE VARIATIONS 
TO. SERVE WITH GOOSE 


Apple-Prune Sauce. 

Core and peel tart apples, put in 
baking pan, no water; cover and 
bake with occasional stirring until 
they are soft enough to mash. Put 
a cup of cooked prunes through a 
sieve and add to two cups of the 
hot apple sauce, beating in one- 
half cup sugar and one-fourth tea- 
spoon cinnamon.

Chocolate Cake’ Supremacy 
Challenged by Reader Who 
Prefers White Rival. 


A recent article in our food sec- 
tion on the wide-spread popularity 
ef chocolate cake brought a pro- 
test from someone who likes cocoa- 
nut cake better and bewalls the 
comparative lack of good recipes 
for same. 2 

The following is a tried and true 
layer cake recipe and the coconut 
frosting is equally satisfactory. 

Layer Cake. | 

Cream one-half cup shortening 
and one cup sugar together until 
thoroughly blended and very 
creamy. Add three well beaten 
egg yolks and beat for one minute. 
Mix two and one-fourth cups sifted 
cake flour with one-half teaspoon 
salt and two and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, sift and stir one- 
fourth cup into the egg yolk mix- 
ture. Add two-thirds cup milk and 
the rest of flour alternately. When 
well mixed fold in the stiffly beat- 
en egg whites and one-half tea- 
spoon lemon extract. Bake in two 
large, greased layer cake pans in a 
moderate oven for 20 minutes. Cool

A little club which has met for 
Sunday night suppers for years is 
going to serve delicacies of other 
lands this season. | 

There are many delightful recipes 
which can be modified to better 
suit American tastes. Among these 


are a number of Chinese favorites, 


including Chop Suey and Chow 
Mein, which the supper club will 
serve first. Soy sauce and bamboo 
shoots may be found in many shops 
now and the other ingredients are 


simple. 
Chop Suey. 

Cut one and one-half pounds lean 
pork or beef in thin strips with a 
sharp knife. Put one-half cup 
cooking oil in a saucepan and when 
hot add the meat, stir for two or 
three minutes, until beginning to 
brown and then add one table- 
spoon tarragon vinegar, one tea- 
spoon sugar and two tablespoons 
soy sauce. 

Cook for five minutes and add 
oné stalk of celery cut fine, 12 
large mushrooms, cut in pieces, or 
one cup canned mushrooms, one 
large onion sliced thin and two 
cups bamboo shoots. <Add just 
enough hot water to cover the mix- 
ture and cook slowly for about 20 
minutes, or until meat is tender 
and vegetables soft, but not 
mushy. Thicken with a little corn- 
starch and serve with mounds of 
bofled rice. 

Cut in very small pieces one- 
quarter pound lean bacon, one- 
half pound lean ham and one cup 
cooked chicken. Beat one egg un- 
til very light and pour in a thin 
layer in a buttered: frying pan— 
large one. Let cook until the egg 
cooks firm in a large thin sheet. 
Turn out, cook and cut in shreds. 
Put the meat all together in a pan 
in which one-half cup king oil 
has been heated. Let it cook un- 
til brown and done. 

In another pan put one-half cup 
oll, one cup bamboo shoots, one cup 
chestnuts cut in very thin pieces. 
one cup celery cut in very thin 
slanting slices, one medium-sized 
onion shredded, cover and cook 
slowly for eight or ten minutes. 
Add one and one-half cups canned 
chicken stock, one tablespoon soy 
sauce, one tablespoon cornstarch 
mixed with a little cold water, 
cooked meat and three-quarter cup 
shredded almonds. 

Arrange reheated canned noodles 
on a large platter, pour chow mein 
mixture over them and garnish 
with the egg strips. Pass extra 
soy sauce. The Chinese use no salt 


or pepper in their cooking, the soy 


sauce supplying the necessary salt.

With Whole Wheat. 

Two cups whole wheat flour, one 
cup bread flour, one teaspoon soda, 
three teaspoons baking powder, two 
teaspoons salt, four tablespoons 
sugar, one-half cup molasses, three- 
quarters cup milk, one-half cup 
water, one cup walnuts, cut in 
small pieces, two tablespoons melt- 
ed shortening.. 

Mix whole wheat flour, flour, so- 
da, baking powder, salt and sugar 
together.

Pour into a greased loaf pan and 
let stand 20 minutes. Bake in slow 
oven one to one and a half hours. 

With Orange Peel. 

Two eggs. one cup sugar, three- 
quarters cup milk, three cups flour, 
one teaspon salt, four teaspoons 
baking powder, two tablespons 
shortening, one-half cup nut meats, 
one-half cup chopped orange peel. 

Beat eggs with sugar. Stir in 
milk alternately with flour, salt 
and baking powder sifted together. 
Add melted shortening and 
chopped nut meats and orange peel 
dredged with flour. Pour into 
greased pan. Allow to stand 15 
minutes before putting in oven. 
Bake in moderate oven 40 minutes 


or longer. 


Homemade Noodles. 

Beat one egg with one-half tea- 
spoon salt, and work into it as 
much flour as it will take up. 
Knead smooth, roll out on floured 
board to paper thinness. Throw a 
napkin over the dough: and let 
stand 15 minutes in cool place.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16. — Or- 
ganized banking groups in six 
Federal Reserve Districts have 
been requested by President Hoo- 
ver to aid in supplying credit 
needs of livestock owners and 
shippers. 

Through the Central Executive 
Committee of the 12 recently or- 
ganized banking and industrial 
committees, Mr. Hoover urged fi- 
nancial aid for livestock areas 
during the feeder season and pend- 
ing first operations of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation's 
agricultural credit agencies. 

His telegram to this committee 
yesterday was transmitted by its 
executive secretary, Everett Case, 
to chairmen of the banking groups 
in Chicago, St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
Kansas City, Dallas and San Fran- 
cisco. It read: 

“As you are aware, the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation is 
earnestly engaged in the erection 
of a series of credit institutions 
for the purpose of serving livestock 
and feeder loans and for other 
agricultural purposes. 

“The Corporation has found 
many difficulties in securing per- 
sonnel and in overcoming legal 
questions which arise under the 
act, and although they are work- 
ing unremittingly for the earliest 
possible erection of these institu- 
tions, it does not appear that they 
will all be functioning for two or 
three weeks. In the meantime, 
the season for shipment of live- 
stock for feeder purposes, etc., is 
upon us.

NEW YORK, Sept. 16. — The 
New York Times says the Alum- 
mum Co. of Canada, Ltd., a Mel- 
len-controlied concern, has con- 
tracted with the Soviet Govern- 
ment to exchange aluminum wire 
for crude oil, and that the first 
shipments are on the way to Mon- 
treal. The story says the transac- 


tion is the first of a series by which 
Russia will buy goods from Amer- 
ican industries through the barter. 
system. 

The Aluminum Co., the paper 
continues, has arranged with the 
La Salle Oil Co. to refine the oil 
and to di ribute the product 
through Canada, probably disre- 
garding the United States because 
of the tariff. 

Russia will utilize the aluminum 
wire in its vast electrification pro- 
gram, it is said, and is negotiating 
for the barter of oil, coal and other 
raw materials in exchange for items 
essential to the success of its in- 
dustrial development. 

The Times regards the deal as 
significant in that it purports to 
show that the Mellon interests are 
turning to the Soviet Union as an 
outlet for their goods. 

The decline in the price of raw 
materials has sharply curtailed the 
purchasing power of Russia in for- 
eign markets and it is supposed the 
Soviet Government has decided on 
the principle of barter to obtain 
supplies from abroad. Competi- 
tion of the oil products derived 
from this scheme with those dis- 
tributed by companies owned by 
both American and Canadian inter- 
ests was expected to have a dis- 
turbing influence on the Canadian 
oil market.

SIR RONALD ROSS, AUTHORITY 
ON TROPICAL DISEASES, DIES 


Discovered the Mosquito That Car- 
ries Malaria Parasite; Received 
Nobel Prize. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 16.—Sir Ronald 
Ross, noted authority on tropical 
diseases, died today. He was 75. 
He demonstrated in 1897 that the 
anopheles mosquito carries the ma- 
laria parasite, a discovery which 
armed man against that disease. 

He entered the Indian medical 
service in 1881, and began his ma- 
laria research in 1892. Some years 
later he joined the facuity of the 
Liverpool School of Tropical Med- 
icine and became professor of trop- 
ical medicine there. 

He undertook the experimental 

verification of the mosquito the- 
ory of malaria in 1895 and discov- 
ered the Hfe history of malaria 
parasites in mosquitoes in 1897-98. 
He was active in expeditions in the 
fight on malaria and laid down di- 
rections for large scale malaria re- 
duction. , 
He was. a writer of note and the 
recipient of many honors. In 1902 
he received the Nobel prize in 
medicine. 

He died at the Ross Institute and 
Hospital for Tropical Diseases, 
where he was  director-in-chief. 
He had been critically ill for many 
weeks and for the past five years 
was partially paralyzed. At one 
time he was in straightened cir- 
cumstances for several years and 
a public subscription was raised to

Police Legislation in the Constitution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent issue, you denounced the 

eighteenth amendment as police legis- 
lation in the Federal Constitution. 

In reviewing that document, one can- 
not find anything which forbids such 
legislation. Indeed, on the contrary, 
there are several sections which consti- 
tute police legislation. 

Article III, Section 3, says: “Treason 
against the United States shall consist 
only in levying war against them, or in 
adhering to their enemies, giving them 
aid and comfort. No person shall be 
convicted of treason, unless on the testi- 
mony of two witnesses to the same overt 
act, or on confession in open court.” 

Article IV, Section 2, reads: “A person 
charged in any state with treason, felony 
or other crime, who shall flee from jus- 
tice, and be found in another state, shall, 
on demand of the executive authority of 
the state from which he fled, be deliv- 
ered up, to be removed to the state 
having jurisdiction of the crime.” 

Amendment XIII says: “Neither slav- 
ery nor involuntary servitude, except 
as a punishment for crime, whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted. 
shall exist within the United States, or 
— any place subject to their jurisdic- 

on.“ 

This is the question at issue: “Is po- 
nee legislation permitted in the Constitu- 
tion?” The ayes have it.

The Federal Government, under the constitutional 
guarantees he wants, would still control, so far as 
the method of selling liquor is concerned, the action 
of the states. The Constitution would still be littered 
up with prohibitive legislation. The Federal Govern- 
ment would be empowered to interfere with the leg- 
islation of the states. 

The result would be that the states would still be 
controlled by the Federal Constitution in the mat- 
ter of legislation touching the regulation of liquor. 
The protection of the dry states from shipments of 
liquor, instead of being regulated by congressional] 
enactment, would be enforced by a constitutional pro- 
vision. The Federal Government would not only be 
empowered to interfere, but would feel bound to take 
action in the event that any legislation not strictly 
in accord with the Federal Constitution should be 
adopted by any state. If anything in the nature of a 


saloon should be operated in any state, whether li-

Federal interference and the exercise of police power 
within the states, in which we are now floundering. 

The most important thing, however, is that we 
would not get rid of Federal prohibition. We would 


We would 
continue to ignore and violate the fundamental prin- 
ciple in, the Constitution and the order of government 
established by the fathers, in which there was a strict 
division of powers between the Federal Government 
and the states.

tion, within the states. 

Instead of stopping the fight against Federal pro- 
hibition on account of the principle of state rights, 
rand its devastating results, it would assure its contin- 
uance. We would have to fight the whole battle 
against Federal prohibition over again. The question 
of Federal prohibition would be as alive as ever, and 


Constitution relating to liquor would remain as an 
acute issue, a herring across the trail of all other is- 
sues, and would have to be fought to a finish. 

We believe that the great majority of the American 
people, after the disastrous experiment we have gone 
through, want the issue settled now and forever. We 
believe public opinion is overwhelmingly in favor of 


repeal. 


As was to be expected, the American Legion has 
brushed aside Mr. Hoover’s plea and voted for im- 
mediate payment of the bonus, thus keeping that vex- 
ing question before the country. But it is not alone 
Mr. Hoover's plea that was brushed aside. The Le 
gion also ignored the condition of the country, with 
12,000,000 unemployed, most of whom would gain 
nothing from bonus payment, the crushingly heavy 
tax burden, and the dictates of common sense, good 
judgment and sound policy. 

The bonus is not due, and the Legion knows it. 
The Government’s generosity to veterans has pro- 
ceeded to a prodigal point, and the Legion knows it. 
The country cannot afford to pay the bonus now, 
even if it would, and the Legion knows that, too. 
Still, it asks for this gratuity. It is necessary to go 
into Legion politics to understand this attitude, for 
only that serves to explain it. Over a year ago, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, a rival organization, saw 
the chances to make capital and members for itself 
by espousing the bonus. It did so in its 1931 con- 
vention and laid the groundwork for the succeeding 
agitation, including the tragedy of the bonus army 
at Washington. 


The Legion Succumbs 


Always priding itself on being the largest and 
most representative veterans’ organization, the Le 
gion has witnessed in the past year a falling off of 
membership and a growing spirit of ‘dissatisfaction 
because of the more advanced position taken by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. Last year at Detroit, the 
Legion leaders were able to stem the revolt. The 
more far-sighted among them knew the Legion should 
never lend itself to so unreasonable a thing as im- 
mediate bonus payment, particularly since the hard- 
ships in this country are not confined to veterans, 
and favors to one group would be highly discrimi: 
natory. | 

But the growth of the agitation, and the admin- 
istration’s use of the army in expelling bonus march- 
ers from Washington, has weakened the influence of 
the cooler Legion heads. To overcome the tempo- 
rary advantage gained by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the Legion has decided to scrap principle and 
join in the bonus scramble. In our opinion, this 
action has cut heavily into Legion prestige. If it 
had stood pat, in this hysterical time, and permitted 
its rival to pursue its radical course alone, time would 


have vindicated the Legion handsomely. 


Norman Thomas, the Socialist candidate for the 

presidency, contemplates the plight of the United 
States and asserts that there is no hope outside of 
Socialism. 
We fully agree with Mr. Thomas that the excesses 
of capitalism have shaken that institution; but we do 
not agree that the voters of the United States have at 
this time any serious intention of resorting to Sociai- 
ism as the way out. 

This is not the first great depression the United 
States has experienced, and we very much doubt if it 
is the last. We would like to believe it is the last. 
We would like to believe that the country is prepared 
to make the adjustments necessary to living in peace 
with a highly mechanized civilization. There are in- 
dications that we are moving in this direction, but 
we are doing it very slowly. 

There is no such socialist state anywhere as Mr. 
Thomas would have our own become, and we question 
if any such ideal is practicable. A modified Socialism 
is inevitable in every modern civilization. Public 
ownership of the utilities, to which the people look 
for the necesities of modern existence, has been a com- 
monplace in Europe for a generation. It is resisted 
here because it is one of the most fruitful fields of 
that exploitation.of which Mr. Thomas complains; 
but it nevertheless steadily gains ground. He quotes 
Stephen Raushenbush as saying that within the next 
30 years the people of the United States will pay 
some 30 billions of dollars for the financial abuses 
imposed upon them by the electrical industry. We are 
quite aware of these excesses, but we do not believe 
that they can go on forever. The people will be com- 
pelled in their own defense to stop them, and in time 
public ownership of the utilities will be immensely 
more widespread than it is today. 

That is as far as we go with Mr. Thomas. He as- 
sumes that Socialism could solve all economic ills

of this great nation. There is no justification in his- 
tory for believing anything of the kind. Socialism is 
an intellectual achievement; it is an ideal of what 
might be if men were not what they are. It is a 
necessary faith upon the part of humankind; not be- 
cause wé believe it can ever be a fait accompli, but 
because it operates as a spur. We ought not to rob 
one another. We ought not to cheat and swindle; but 
just because there are those who do not play the game 
fairly is no reason why we should abandon the effort 
to make them do so. 

We have a democracy, which Socialism proposes to 
destroy. For the free spirit of a nation which has 
grown to greatness under democracy, Socialism pro- 
poses to substitute a dictatorship by boards and bu- 
reaus, an idea as distasteful to democracy as were the 
monarchs of old. The whole habit of thought in 
America is opposed to putting the people in leading 
strings. We have just had an illustration in prohibi- 
tion of what that sort of thing comes to. It, too, was 
an ideal, a counsel of perfection, a so-called noble ex- 
periment which proposed to make all the people as 
like as peas in a pod. It cannot be done. The Rus 
sians think they can do something of the sort, but 
we must recall that they are dealing with Slavs. The 
Anglo-Saxon is something else. 

Mr. Thomas thinks the old parties promise the 
country nothing, but we are not so sure of that. The 
old parties are somewhat out of hand, but by the time 
we get done with them they will be more respectable 
than they are. 

It is quite natura] that Mr. Thomas should speak 
up confidently for a new political system at a time 
when we are in the doldrums. He would not be a 
good politician if he did not do so; but if he will 
look over this mundane sphere and count the existent 
democracies as opposed to every other form of gov- 
ernment, whether Fascist or Communist, monarchical 


or Socialist, he will-understand our abiding faith. 


Perhaps there never Was a more melancholy spec- 
tacle in politics than Henry Kiel, Republican candi- 
date for United States Senator, who finds himself 
roped, tied and handcuffed to a polſey which he 
does not respect and in which he does not believe. 
We refer to prohibition. Before his party's platform 
was adopted in Jefferson City, Mr. Kiel made so bold 
as to say he was wetter than his party and would 
not be bound by the national platform. 

That was fine. It was heroic. -It was also cannily 
political. Mr. Kiel knows St. Louis. He knows par- 
ticularly the great German population of the South 
Side, which, though Republican, has repeatedly re 
fused to vote for dry or near-dry Republican candi- 
— He knows the Republicans have not a China- 
| man’s chance to carry St. Louis if it is suspected that

AST June in Chicago, two great droves 

of snorting, bellowing, -bleating, squeal- 

ing politicians, wild-eyed and odorous, 
were sent down the runway in the Coliseum 
and, amid the whirring of well-oiled ma- 
chine politics operated by remote control, 
were converted into so many packages of 
boloney and sides of beef. The Republican 
and Democratic national conventions came, 
saw and were conquered by Messrs. Hoo- 
ver and Roosevelt, the Swift and Cudahy of 
the political packers. 

It was a smooth performance, and de- 
spite the anguished antics of the inmates 
of the partisan abattoirs, the result was 
what all disinterested observers had pre- 
dicted in advance: the marketing of two 
candidates wrapped in cellophane, un- 
touched by human hands, frozen into pack- 
ages of potential votes to be consumed next 
November. Two foregone conclusions col- 
lided with two forlorn hopes, and the result 
is the least attractive bill of fare which 
has ever been offered to a distracted na- 
tion in the throes of a great crisis. 

Hoover is all right. He means well and 
he tries hard. The fact that he is stubborn, 
thin-skinned and a poor politician should 
not blind Americans to his extremely solid 
qualities as an organizer and an economic 
statesman. The country doesn’t happen to 
like the qualities which he represents, but 
that is no more Hooyer’s fault than is the 
world depression. 

Roosevelt is ali right. He is quick-witted 
and a gentleman. The fact that he is an 
opportunist and a political trickster should 
not blind us to the fact that he has d up. 
erately identified himself with progressive 
policies and liberal principles and that we 
may need a shifty broken-field runner rath- 
er than an elephantine line-plunger if we 
are going to make first down in the next 
four. years, 

„ * a 


Charlie Curtis is all right. It is true that 
he is old as the hills. the brother of Dolly 
Gann and an expert on horse racing rather 
than taxation, but what of it? We shall 
simply have to pray ardently that President 
Hoover keeps his health until March 4 if 
not later. It is true that Jack Garner is a 
turtle-necked horned toad of a Texas politi- 
cian, but what does it matter? At worst, 
he would be better than Curtis. We have the 
bést possible assurance against assassination 
in the persons of our vice-presidertia! can- 
didates. Not even a madman would wish 
either to step into the presidency, 

Of the two platforms, the Democratic is 
the hetter, principally because it is the 
shorter. On the other hand, the Democrat- 
ic party is so uncertain, divided and heter- 
ogeneous that it stands little chance of put- 
ting through even the Ten Comniandments. 
The Democratic plank on liquor is dripping, 
wringing wet, whereas the Republican plank 
is such an ingenious straddte that the Bo- 
rahs claim it is wet, while the Butlers claim 
it is dry. Instead of pleasing both sides, it 
pleases neither. On other counts, there is 
little to Choose between the two sides, 

The Republicans are stil} dreaming of 
automatic prosperity. The Democrats have 
rushed back to John Stuart Mill ana the 
mid-Victorian era for their economic prin- 
ciples, and back to Thomas Jefferson—God 


bless him!—for their political ideas. The 
Democrats vigorously oppose remission of 
the war debts, knowing all the time the 
debts will be settled by the economic rather 
than the political necessities of the time. 

The Republicans have a lot of kind things 
to say about the tariff, and are giving vent 
to a lot of vague propaganda that Herbert 
Hoover is a miraculous blend, aged in the 
wood, of the best features of Abraham Lin- 
coln, George Washington and Buddha. The 
Democrats, after spending several months 
in proving that Frankhn Roosevelt com- 
bined the least desirable qualities of Bene- 
dict Arnold, William Jennings Bryan and 
Mahatma Gandhi, suddenly decided that 
he’s not so bad after all, that he is in fact 
a darn good candidate. nay, the greatest 
man ever nominated by the Democratic par- 
ty in all its history. . 


The campaign had been under way for 
months before the nominations. Hoover 
has been playing politics, and usually petty 
politics, for a long time, with his eye on 
this election. Roosevelt has been “building 
himself up” in the public eye as a vigorous 
if rather synthetic liberal. The Democrats 
have been accusing the Republicans of in- 
efficiency, waste and broken promises; the 
Republicans have been saying that it would 
have been worse if the Democrats had been 
in power. 

Both sides have been playing politics with 

uman misery, and neither side would wel- 
come a return of prosperity if it would aelp 
the other party win the election. Both can- 
didates will turn themselves loose on some 
good hearty tib-thumping and radio-croon: 
ing, and the party panhandlers are already 
slipping into the bankers’ family entrances 
for the wherewithal to give the boys in the 
precincts the necessary frogskins. 

And in the- meantime, the country is go- 
ing through one of our nastiest and least 
necessary dépressions. Neither party has 
any real plan for improving conditions or 
any real expectation of being called on to do 
anything but sigh the public payroll and 
listen to orations at party gatherings. It 
is this fact, rather than the admitted me- 
diocrity of both candidates, the generally 
recognised tenth-rateness of both vice-presi- 
dential nominees, and the customary crook- 
edness of the political machinery, which is 
disheartening. 

Our previous crises have produced men 
and movements for thorough-going political 
reform. The brand of candidates and poli- 
cles which come to us from the political 
stockyards at Chicago savors too much of 
embaimed beef to constitute wholesome fare 
tor a nation which has the right to demand 
courage and action from its leaders in time

Head Injuries 
EAD injuries not infrequently 
H are foHowed by what might be 
termed remote effects. 

Among these are such conditions 
as paralysis, epilepsy, mental dis- 
orders, irritability of temper, se- 
vere headaches, and what is termed 
traumatic neurasthenia. 


It has been well established that! 


epilepsy may follow severe head in- 
juries. ‘The epileptic attacks may 
be of the typical variety or what 
is considered as an equivalent to 
certain milder forms of epilepsy, 
namely, vertigo or dizziness, at- 
tacks of uncontrollable temper, 
memory lapses, and the like. 

There are cases on record where 
epilepsy developed 12 years after 
the original injury. 

The explanation given, in part at 


least, is that the injury caused the 


formation of a cicatrix or scar in 
the brain tissue, or that blood tu- 
mors formed following the injury, 
or that there was an undiscovered 
and untreated depressed fracture. 

It is also believed that in cer- 
tain individuals with what is 
termed a predisposition to epilepsy, 
a head injury may act as a precipi- 
tating cause. i 

Traumatic neurasthenia charac- 
terized by severe headache, irrita- 
bility, impairment of memory, dif- 
ficulty in concentration, limitation 
of mental capacity, and so on, may 
also follow as a sequence of head 
injuries. 

Traumatic neurasthenia does not 
imply an actual physical injury to 
the brain, but rather a disturbed 


behavior resulting from the experi- 


ence. 

It is a psychologic rather than 
an organic disease, and authorities 
are agreed that so-called traumatic 
neurasthenia is rare, except in 


those who are going to benefit 


from it.
